Frances Wilson Grayson’s plane, the 
Dawn, attained international promi- 
nence when he piloted the dirigible 
Norge in its flight over the north pole 
in 1926, on his third attempt to reach 
the pole. 

Omdal, who studied aviation at 
Long Island's famous flying fields, was 
on a two-year leave of absence from 
the Norwegian navy when he came to 
this country to become a member of 
Mrs. Grayson’s crew. In 1925 the 
young naval officer was one of a party’ 
of six, in two planes, that made up an 
expedition formed by Roald Amundsen 
and Jincoln Ellsworth, American 
polar explorer, in an unsuccessful at- 
tempt to reach the north pole by air. 

He was ¢ close associate of Amund- 
sen last year when he piloted the 
Norge on its historic flight from Spitz- 
enbergen across the pole to Alaska. 
Qmdal displayed his heroism on that 
flight when he climbed out on top of 
the dirigible to repair a valve that had 
jammed.

As the year draws to a close, 
with a greater rural prosperity than 
known before in Georgia in a dec- 
ade, due to an increase in the; 
state’s agricultural purchasing pow- 
er, definite plans are already being 


| made for enlarged farm activities in 


1928. 

_ According to officials the 
Georgia association who have just 
returned from the Virginia and) 
Carolina tobacco belts a large num- | 
ber of farmers from those sections 
will move into the Georgia belt 
early in the new year, in time for 
planting their 1928 crops. This 


will mean land sales, it is claimed, 
of fully $250,000, in addition to the 
other investments that will have to 
be made. It will also mean a sub- 
stantial addition to the material 
wealth of the state, and will make 
the Georgia tobacco growing area 
the largest bright leaf production 
belt in the country. Although to- 
bacco growing on a large commer- 
cial scale is a young industry in 
this state, with a phenomenal rec- 
ord of growth, it is destined to be- 
come in value the second largest 
“money crop” within the next year.

There-is no need to rehearse 
here the many flagrant instances of 
recent record wherein the most evi- 
dent and execrable criminals have, 
with the aid of shrewd lawyers, hog- 
tied the hands of justice and 
laughed at the consternation of de- 
feated society. 

It has been boasted by great lead- 
ers of the legal world that our whole 
American system of criminal law 
was originally framed and és main- 
tained more for the protection of 
persons accused of crime than for 
the protection of those who have 
suffered from the crimes. 

That seems t6-be the truth, but 
it is not a truth to be boasted or 
longer continued. The rights of the 
social community are superior to 
the legal rights of any particular 
citizen in it. Every citizen has, as 
Jefferson tersely put it, certain “‘in- 
alienable rights of man,” and civil 
societies organize their govern- 
ments to secure and defend those 
tights. But under all just social 
compacts the fundamental rights of 
the sovereign are superior to the 
fundamental rights of the individual. 
Such, at least, is the basic theory 
of our system of governments. 

Hence comes the urgent .and 
righteous demand that society shall 
be protected from its lawless mi- 
nority, that our schemes of justice 
be reformed in defense of the law- 
keepers instead of the law-breakers, 
and that the defiant, desperate and 
deadly underworld be destroyed 
and its war upon life, liberty and 
public order brought to an end.

Farm 
prosperity will not be complete un- 
til this lesson is fully learned. 

Cotton growers should take cog- 
nizance of the fact that every con- 
dition this fall and winter has 
tended toward a tremendous emer- 
gence of boll weevil next spring 
and summer. The fall was not only 
warm, but at the time the weevils 
entered their winter quarters the 


were heavily infested. The fact is, 
in south Georgia the cotton stalks 
after the harvesting of the staple 
sprouted almost complete foliage, 
due to the warm fall, and thereby 
enormously increased weevil infes- 
tation. 

Weevil control is not difficult if 
preparations are made in advance 
under the direction of the board of 
entomology. Cotton farmers should 
Start now preparing for the 1928 
fight.

'T riumph. 


Gabriele d’Annunzio’s genius, long 
recognized by the world in general, 
has now been recognized by the Come- 
die-Francaise, whieh added to its ee. 
toire d’Annunzio’s grim tragedy ° 
Torche Sous le Boisseau” (The Light 
Under the Bushel). D’Annunzio’s mas- 
tery of the French language is little 
less prodigious than his mastery of 
Italian, to say nothing of his preemi- 
nence as a Latinist and Hellenist. The 
drama is a welter of furious passions 
and bloodshed. The people whom he 
pictures in his tragedy are still in the 
primitive stage, hardy, independent, 
violent under provocation and were 
indisputably still more primitive a 
hundred years ago when the supposed 
action of the tragedy takes place. The 
savage fight between the two brothers 
in “La Torche Sous le Boisseau” is 
almost certainly the dramatization of 
some such conflict of Cain and Abel 
which d’Annunzio once witnessed, The 
president of France, the diplomatic 
corps and an elite audience were disap- 
pointed, as it had been expected that 
“I} Divino” would enter the theater at 
the last moment, having flown from 
Italy. He did not come. “The Duce 
willed it not,” says one Paris paper.

When Alexandre Gustave Eiffel 
built his celebrated tower in Paris, be 
made for himself a private apartment 
just under the platform of the tower.

Let us be perfectly frank, in the 
interest of your health, and put all 
our cards face up on the table. ] 
maintain there is no such disease or 
condition as “rheumatism;” that no 
such illness or trouble is ever caused 
by dampness, exposure or the weath- 
er. I am by no means alone in this) 
view, for plenty of perfectly good, 
physicians agree with me, though not 
for publication. However, the ma- 
jority of present medical authorities 
seem to disagree with me about this— 
J say they seem to do so. It is very 
difficult to pin a doctor down to | 
inite ideas in reference to “rheuma- | 
tiem,” byt the inference one may | 
draw from the views of our present! 
medical authorities is that they still 
believe that cold, dampness, exposure 
and the like may be a factor of “rheu-| 
matism.” 

“Inflammatory rheumatism,” 
prefer that name to “rheumatic fever,’ 
or “acute multiple infectious arthritis, 
certainly happens often enough, but 
no medical authority today questions 
the nature or cause of this painful 
and dangervus disease. Everybody 
now knows that it is as purely an in- 
fection as is erysipelas or typhoid 
fever, 
fection, and the streptococcus gains 
first foothold in neglected tonsil infec- | 
tions in most instances. So that “in-! 
flammatory rheumatism” should be | 
considered a sequel of tonsilitis ae 
sore throat. To some minds this cir- 
cumstance at. once suggests that the) 
weather, or cold or dampness may have! 
something to do with it after all, if ' 
sore throat and tonsilitis lead to “ine | 
flammatory rheumatism’—but that is! 
another matter and we must have one | 
thing at a time. 

Since the very origin and signifi-, 
cance of the word ° ‘rheum” has come 
to have a misleading and confusing ef- 
feet, we ought to drop the word, as ap- 
plying to joint disease, and adopt a 
modern term jnstead. “Rheum” means 
a catarrh, a flow; certainly an ab- 
surd notion for an intelligent person 
to attach to joint disease today. Ar- 
thritis means merely joint inflamma- | 
tion, without reference to the nature’ 
or eause of the trouble; why not 
adopt the term arthritism in place of 
the obsolete and misleading “rheuma- 
tism ?” Arthritism is not a new 
word. Doctors have used it for many 
years to express the very thought the 
layman tries to convey when he uses

flammation from undesignated or un- 
known cause. Arthritism is as easy 
to spell and pronounce as “*rheuma- 
tism” is,, and easier to understand. I 
am sure it will convey all the mean- 
ing that the obsolete term can convey, 
for the best interest of the patient. 
It will not convey some of the ideas 
that the old word carried. 

When it comes to a question of 
knowledge of arthritism, I know less 
that most good doctors know about it, 
but I am really pretty good at weigh- 
ing the views and ideas of good doc- 
tors, indeed, that is my specialty, and 
I’m going to do the very best job 
can of this and present here, in a &e- 
ries of talks, the gist of the matter, 
for the benefit of readers.
